AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 


Dear Resident 


Once again the County Council's Transportation Committee has debated an 
interim ‘Park and Ride' scheme for Cambridge. This scheme proposed using land 
on the former A4S between Madingley and Hardwick adjacent to the highway, 
involving laying gravel and hardcore over the wide grass verges to provide parking 
for some 250 cars and providing buses into Cambridge. This scheme was rejected by 
the Committee as being totally impractical and unacceptable. However, it was 
agreed ta expand existing facilities at the old Cattle Market and Cowley Road (off 
the A45 Northern By-Pass) to provide a total of some 700 car parking spaces. 
Officers will now draw up final plans for consultation with the Bus Companies 
before bringing the scheme into operation. 

The Transportation Committee also discussed a proposal to upgrade the A604 
to Motorway status between the M11 and the A1 at Alconbury. This proposal came in 
for severe criticism as it would fail to bring much improvement to the capacity of 
the road and would prohibit access for many of the adjacent communities. This 
motion was rejected in favour of a motion to press for additional carriageways and 
hard shoulders. 

The County Council also approved massive increases of 42% for Off Street 
Car Parking charges in Cambridge City, On Street parking charges will also be 
increased, raising the total surplus income from parking for the City Council, to 
over £1.3 million annually. These charges come into force in April when parking 
in the City Centre Off Street Car Parks will cost £10 for a stay of over 5 hours. 

The Council has just received its Annual Report on the County Council's 
responsibilities to Civil Defence both for peace time and wartime emergencies. 
Civil Defence is divided into three sections, County, District and Community. All 
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have been involved in improving training for volunteers, communications, accommodation, 


information, control and co-ordination of feeding in preparation for any wartime 


emergency. These projects have been funded by the Home Office with grants to cover 
costs. Plans are also prepared for peacetime emergencies i.e. industrial accidents 


which may involve the release of chemicals and other toxic materials. There has 


been considerable support from the voluntary sector where 30 new Community Advisors 


have undertaken training, bringing the number of Advisors in Cambridgeshire up to 


562. Emergency Plans in the Community (EPIC) have been completed in six areas with 


a further fourteen in preparation. The County's new Main Emergency Centre in 
Cambridge was opened last year and Centres in March, Huntingdon and Ely are fully 
operational so that Cambridgeshire is well covered, only Peterborough has failed to 
meet national requirements.

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SOUTH CAMBRIDGESHIRE DISTRICT COUNCIL NOTES 


south Cambridgeshire Local Plan 


South Cambridgeshire District Council are currently arranging meetings throughout 
the District to discuss and consult public reaction to these Plans. 


On January 9th 1989, I attended such a meeting held at Swavesey Village College, 
to discuss this Plan as it affects villages in the immediate area such as Bar Hill, 
Elsworth, Swavesey and Longstanton. 


As far as this Plan is concerned, Sar Hill is little affected and wording extracted 
from the Consultation Document reads as follows:- 


"BAR HILL: Development outside the Perimeter Road, other than the 
completion of the existing Industrial Estate, will not be permitted." 


"Further expansion of the Village is precluded as it is heavily contained 
by the Cambridge Green Belt, the close proximity of adjoining settlements, 
and the generally open character of the adjoining countryside." 


DOGS 


The problem of Dogs fouling Recreation Areas is still very much with us, and 
South Cambridgeshire District Council is to consider the erection of Signs in 
connection with the Good Rule and Government Byelauws. The provision of suitable 
signs for use by Parish Councils on the Recreation Areas has been prompted by the 
serious health hazard to children through infection which can cause Blindness.
